Priority 

1 . Receipt is acl<nowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), wliich 
papers have been placed of record in tine file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-34 and 36-43 are allowed. 

3. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach the off-road vehicle as recited in claims 1 , 8, 21-22 and 36, 
which include an internal combustion engine disposed between first and second seats, 
a housing configured to house at least a portion of a transmission. The housing has an 
air inlet duct through which ambient air enters the housing and flows across the portion 
of the transmission and an air outlet duct through which the air leaves the housing. The 
air inlet duct has an inlet opening and the outlet duct has an outlet opening. The inlet 
and outlet openings positioned higher than the wheels. The outlet duct has a portion 
extending between the first and second seats. This recitation, in combination with the 
rest of the recited elements, clearly defines over the prior art.
